achievement is uppermost, there is 
a striking contrast noted here be-

Naturally military and naval ele- 


ments look upon 
the 
transpacific 


flight of the Zeppelin as a rev-ival of 
the discussion of aircraft in national 
defense. If the Pacific 
ocean 
has 


been the first line of defense hereto- 
fore making it necessary to keep a 
substantial naval force off the west 
coast, the accomplishment of 
the 


Graf Zeppelin has emphasized that 
a fleet of dirigibles now may be nec- 
essary to ward off possible attacks 
from the air. 


Zeppelins were used during 
the 


war to drop bombs on London and 
the allied world looked with horror 
on what the Germans were doing. 
Today as the Graf Zeppelin reaches 
American shores after a round-the- 
world flight it is the passenger and 
civil aviation opportunities that are 
primarily responsible for the exploit. 
The hope of establishing air lines by 
dirigibles does not emanate 
alone 


from Germany but from American 
capitalists who, however, have be- 
lieved that travel by heavier than 
air craft wouldTse reserved for coast- 
wide and interior travel while the 
ocsans would be spanned by lighter 
than air ships. 


MET MANY DIFFICULTIES 
The American navy has been alert 


to the possibilities of dirigibles but 
has met with many reverses. The 
disaster to the Shenandoah prevent- 
ed the development of the navy's 
plans because public opinion was not_ 
ready to sanction large expenditures" 
for further experiment. In view of 
ttoe pioneering done by the American 
army and navy with heavier than 
air machines it is possible that if the 
Shenandoah accident had not hap- 
pened the American navy long ago 
would have undertaken a

Wisconsin and north 
ern Illinois authorities were search- 
ing for him today. 


Peterson and his wife, Florence, 


have been estranged 
for 
several 


months, authorities said, and about a 
month ago Mrs. Peterson filed suit 
for divorce at Waukegan. 
Reports 


from Waukegan today were 
that 


Mrs. Peterson in fear of her life had 
disappeared. 


MAX SHOT FIRST 


The shooting occurred about 9 


o'clock last night. 
Peterson, who 


had been visiting with his sister, 
suddenly entered the* kitchen flour- 
ishing a pistol. He pointed the wea- 
pon at Mrs. David Jones, 19, Mrs. 
Riggs' daughter. Riggs quickly step 
ped in front of her and the bullet 
pierced his abdomen, officers were 
told. Peterson then fired at Mrs. 
Riggs, shooting her 
through 
the 


heart. He attempted to shoot the 
pistol again but it jammed. 
His 


weapon useless, he ran from the 
house and escaped. 


Others in the room at the time of 


the shooting besides Mr. and Mrs. 
Rigga and Mrs. Jones, were two 
younger children of the Riggs' ana 
Mrs. Jones' husband. 


Riggs was taken to a hospital at 


Marshfleld where it was said his 
wound would likely prove fatal. 


Sheriff William Bradford was noti- 


fied and a posse searched for Peter- 
son in the neighborhood through- 
out the night. He may have reach- 
ed Illinois, where at various times 
he has worked as a farm expert, 
the sheriff believes.

Senator Norris, Republican, Nebras- 
ka, in an address at the unveiling; 
of a statue to "Lincoln the Debat- 
er," given to the city by \V. T. Ilaw- 
leiffh. 


Lauding- the leadership of Abra- 


ham Lincoln in the succesrful fight 
against slavery, he charged that, "a 
new kind of slavery" has followed in 
the form of "combinations and trusts 
formed for profit." 


He also proposed a progressive In- 


heritance tax as a means of curtail- 
ing "the evils of 
unreasonable 


wealth;" called for the overthrow 
of a "power trust" which he said is 
getting a monopoly on the necessities 
of l.fe; condemned the rivalry in 
armaments among the nations, and 
urged that America permit no arma- 
ments to be built for private prof- 
it. 


On the subject which interests him 


particularly as chairman of the sen- 
ate judiciary committee he declared 
"the time will soon come when we 
must, by constitutional amendment, 
take away the life tenure of office of 
men 
appointed to 
the 
judiciary 


through the influence of partisan po- 
litical machines." 


SCORES PRESENT SYSTEM 
"We have seen in recent years fed- 


eral judges who were appointed in 
most cases through the mighty influ- 
ence of wealth to positions of unlim- 
ited power, for life, issuing

Lincoln's ideal of democratic e-ov«"-r,- 
rcent "of the people, by the people, 
and for the people." 


"If Lincoln were engaged in a na- 


tional contest today, he would be 
denounced as a. bolshevist for utter- 
ing these memorable words, which 
are the foundation principles of ev- 
edy democracy," said Xorris. 


"Monopoly would agree with Lin- 


coln on one of these 
propositions, 


but would disagree with him on the 
other two. It would say, with Lin- 
coln, 'government of the people,' but 
at that point it would part company. 
It would have a. government of the 
people, by monopoly, for mononoly." 


Under a. recent decision of 
the 


United States supreme court, citizen- 
ship would be denied Jesus Christ, 
because of the "doctrines of peace 
and righteousness which he advocat- 
ed, and for which he suffered death 
upon the cross. 


A new kind of slavery has arisen 


since Lincoln's day, Norris said, that 
of economic slavery. 


"There never was a time in the 


history of our country when com- 
bined wealth possessed the power 
over the government which it pos- 
sesses today. 


ATTACKS "SLAVERY" 


Economic slavery is the ultimate

:.money, and economic slavery is as 
'cruel, as merciless, and as effective 
as slavery based upon the color of 
the human skin.

slavery which Lincoln 
abolished 


shows itself along other lines, and in 
other ways. It eventually controls 
government in all its branches.

Norris attacked the use of injunc- 


tions in labor disputes, declaring, 
"we have seen federal judges, ap- 
pointed in most cases through the 
mighty influence of wealth, issuing 
injunctions in labor disputes, which.

"What doth it profit if we strike

ternational peace: that the consti- 
tution be amended to take away life

A DEFINITION OF SUCCESS 
The Very Rev. William Ralph Inge, 


dean of St. Paul's cathedral, in Lon- 
don, presented the other day a new 
definition of success; and, since he in- 
sists that the amount of money one 
makes has nothing to do with success 
or lack of it, his definition is worth 
studying a bit. 


"To be successful,"-.says Dean Inge, 


writing in the current North American 
Review, "is to have made a right use of 
our life; to ask what we have got by 
it is irrelevant." This, to be sure, is 
exactly what the sages of all times 
have been saying for many centuries; 
but in an age where one's bank balance 
and the price of one's automobile are 
the guages whereby one's 'achieve- 
ments are measured, it comes 
like 


something new. 


To have made a right use of life—to 


have done, in other words, the one 
thing which one is fitted to do, and to 
have done it to tlje very best of one's 
ability—here, when you stop to think 
about it, is a guage that might upset 
some of our snap judgments. The poli- 
tician, fitted by ability and tempera- 
ment to lead his less fortunate fellow- 
men on to a better and freer existence, 
who takes the easier way, subordinates 
his ideals to his desire for re-election 
and finally winds up in the United 
States senate, a prosperous, contented 
reactionary who serves a political ma- 
chine instead of the people as a whole 
—is he a.success or a bitter failure? 


The writer whose talents fit him for 


the important task of giving mankind 
a genuine glimpse of the splendor and 
tragedy of the world, but who goes aft- 
er the money instead, writes a string of 
"best sellers" and becomes famous and 
wealthy doing shallow fluff for 
the 


popular magazine—has he succeeded 
or has he failed? The industrialist, who 
has a chance to give better working 
and living conditions and greater free- 
dom to a whole mill-town full of un- 
derpaid workers but who makes the 
piling up of dividends his sole concern, 
so that he dies a multimillionaire and 
leaves a bitter industrial problem for 
his successors to deal with—ha"s he 
"made a right use of his life?" 


And—to reverse the 
picture—the 


lawyer, who could have made millions 
in the service of wealthy clients, but 
who chooses instead to devote his life 
to serving the poor, the downtrodden 
and the unfortunate who cannot pay 
for the legal services they need; the 
lawyer who does this throughout his 
life, and so dies poor and without fame 
—do you call him a failure or a suc- 
cess? 


We are fond of saying that "money 


isn't everything," but few of us really 
believe it, in our hearts. We measure 
our own success, and the success of 
others, by financial returns.

Inge's remarks give us a new yard- 
stick. It is worth keeping in mind. 


BRITISH TAXATION

are heavily taxed, even though taxes 
fall more lightly in a time of general 
prosperity. Federal taxation really is 
tremendous when it amounts to $4,000,- 
000,000 a year, with prospects of rising 
above that figure. Yet compared with 
some foreign nations, we hardly know 
what taxes are. The British budget, 
which is not for the British empire but 
merely for the United kingdom, is now 
as high as ours, and British statesmen 
hold out no promise of reduction. This 
means that the average British citizen 
is paying more than three times as 
much federal tax as vve are, in propor- 
tion to his wealth. Here is a fact to be 
remembered charitably when Britain 
squabbles over her share of reparation 
payments.

ler, city treasurer. 
Disbursements 


amounted to $46,963.07 and receipts 
totaled $41,917.33. A total of $125.- 
856.57 was left in the city coffers 
at the end oi the month. 


The electric light department turn- 


ed in $32,263 and the water depart- 
ment .$5,260. Income tax from the 
county totaled $3,305.13. Bus fees 
from the Wisconsin-Michigan Power 
company for the second quarter were 
$124.07. The other receipts were of 
small amounts for licenses, interest, 
fines and other miscellaneous item?. 


Disbursements in the' contingent 


fund were about $9,140 and the re- 
ceipts were about $3,709. There was 
$118,536.12 in the fund at the be- 
ginning of the month and $113,104.50 
at the end of the month. 


About $1,002 were spent from the 


north road district fund. The fund 
•fcras overdrawn by $8,065.79 at the 
beginning of the month and by $9,- 
068.16 at the end of July. An over- 
draft of $94,803.41 was reported in 
the south roa ddistrict fund at the 
end of the month. There were no 
receipts during the month and the 
disbursements were a little over $800.

New York—The raid of the federal 


authorities on financial racketeers, 
gaining headway this week in the 
onslaught 
on the army of crooks 


which has been fattening on the bull 
market, is the first instance in which 
the government has made a deter- 
mined and sweeping attack on na- 
tionally operated swindles, which ac- 
cording to various official and non- 
official estimates, have taken as 
much as $1,000,000,000 a year from 
the public. 


The old-fashioned bucket shop was 


pretty thoroughly wrecked by the 
bullmarket of 1920, which followed 
by an effective police drive,. flatten- 
ed most of the leading bucketeers. 
This, however, was a localized in- 
fection and the large scale trimming 
of suckers has been proceeding along 
old lines, reaching its peak in the 
last six months. The last two or 
three years has been the first tight- 
ly geared hook-up of the tape with 
the farthest reaches of the country, 
in the revised and vastly improved 
communications system. This, with 
the gambling fever generally ramp- 
ant, has brought in the golden age 
of the sanded deck. 


Since the days of Wallingford and 


Blackie Daw—fictional but authentic 
types—the crooks have moved with 
the times. The "front" in offices and 
personal habiliments, is no longer of 
the cold, cautious reserve of legiti- 
mate finance.

$100,000 to $500,000. 


One phase of the hank consolida- 


tion movement is the tendency to- 
ward chain banking-. It is also a re- 
sult of a possible change in the bank- 
ing laws to permit branch banking. 
If the national banking laws are re- 
vised to favor expansion in this form 
it is quite probable that some of the 
states will also permit the 
institu- 


tions under their banking jurisdic- 
tion to establish branches. 


This might very well result in con- 


trol being secured of institutions in 
moderate sized towns by some large 
bank in the commercial and busi- 
ness center of the state. 


INCLUDES SECURITY FIRMS 
Mergers of several of the very big 


banks in Nov.- York included security 
companies formed primarily by these 
institutions to \\holesale and retail 
bonds. This was the original function 
of such concerns as 
the National 


City company and Chase Securities 
corporation. However, the public to- 
day is very little interested in bonds 
and mortgages so the character o£ 
the business of these security com- 
panies has been revolutionized. They 
are now £i\'ms most of their aUen- 
tion to the distribution of stocks.

Washington —Indian children are 


to attend public schools rather than 
strictly Indian schools wherever pos- 
sible, under the new Indian policy 
of the Department of the Interior. 


As a part of the attempt of the 


Indian Bureau to make the Indian a 
component part of American 
life 


rather than a ward of the govern- 
ment, the Department of the Inter- 
ior has sent instructions to superin- 
tendents and supervisors in the In- 
dian service not to admit to Indian 
schools any Indian children who can 
be fitted into public schools. 


This question has been a live is- 


sue in some parts of Wisconsin, 
where some of the county school 
superintendents have sought to keep 
Indian children out of public schools 
on the grounds that tuberculosis and 
other 
communicable diseases 
are 


more prevalent among the 
Indian 


children and that they thus consti- 
tute a menace to children in the pub- 
lic schools. 


In "Wisconsin, however, the Indian 


population is generally 
quite inti- 


mately mixed with the whites, ac- 
cording to the Department of the In 
terior, as it is also in California, Min 
nesota, Montana, Michigan, Wash 
ington and Oregon. 


In Oklahoma, 60 per cent of the 


Indian children go to public school 
and Secretary Ray Lyman Wilbur 
believes that an equal or greater 
percentage of them might 
attend 


public schools in other communities. 


Indian children applying for en- 


rollment in Indian schools this fall 
•will be required to fill out a ques 
tionnaire which furnishes a picture 
of the home situation, family re- 
sources, distance from public school, 
nature of that school and reason for 
not attending it. If it appears that 
the child should go to the public 
school, he Is not t<y be admitted to 
tha Indian school. 
WANT CHILDREN TOGETHER 
Secretary Wilbur and Indian Com 


missioner Rhoades believe that in 
public school the Indian child would 
come constantly in contact 
with 


white children and would learn much 
of their ways and philosophy of life. 
He would learn how to get along as 
a member of the dominant civiliza- 
tion. 


"It is hoped," says Secretary Wil- 


bur," that he would absorb the white 
man's idea of work and money-mak- 
ing. When his education was com- 
pleted, he would be as ready as the 
white boy to go out in the 
world 


and earn a living. 


"In the Indian boareling school the 


Indian child lives 
entirely 
apart 


from the whites. In his home back- 
ground there is no understanding of 
a modern world and how to get along 
in it and little of this is gained in an 
institutional school. When the young 
Indian emerges from such a school 
he is not nearly as able to get along 
in a world dominated by the whites 
as he would be if he had been in 
contact with them for ten years in 
public schools." 


Indian children still living in all 


Indian communities will still go to 
Indian day and boarding 
schools. 


Care will be taken of those whose 
parents are so poor that they cannot 
provide food and clothes for them. 


In these schools, an effort will be 


made, however, to teach the Indian 
boys and girls how to make a living 
as members of their communities and 
to aid them to get money-making

is fine." 


That is the enticing Invitation the 


aviation industry is now broadcast 
ing to the public. Strong efforts are 
being made this week to foster the 
sales of small individual and private 
planes. Demand for the larger craft 
has been most satisfactory. 
The 


mail passenger express and freight 
carriers have 
bought millions 
oi 


dollars worth of 
new equipment 


since January 1, but the individual 
planes have not sold in as large 
quantities as was expected. The cus- 
tomers, like the small boy at the 
swimming hole have been dabblin; 
one toe in the water instead of get- 
ting in all over. 


The result of this tendency, man- 


ufacturers say will be to reduce the 
number of planes made this year to 
less than 7,000 although it was hop- 
ed 12,000 would be turned out. This 
is due in great measure to the slow- 
ness with which licensed pilots can 
be turned out. The manufacturers, 
many of them, have offered induce- 
ments in the form of instruction at 
flying schools to prospective or ac- 
tual customers. 
Some makers have 


maintained their own schools and 
others have a corps of instructors 
for individual coaching but 
the 


growth of the number of those quali- 
fied to operate planes has been slow- 
er than anticipated.

There is not doubt that America 


is growing air minded bat it is nec- 
essary also that it should become 
air capable. The automobile indus- 
try went through a similar period 
in the early 1900's and aviation is 
sure to develop likewise. The auto- 
mobile industry made net profits of 
$403,000,000 on an invested capital of 
$1,743,500,000, without counting in 
the first company, in the last year 
or a return of 23.1 per cent. Avia- 
tion 
company officials 
anticipate 


equal profits when the industry is as 
old. 


The industry turned out 525,000,- 


000 worth of planes in the last year, 
according to the aeronautical cham- 
oer of commerce. The most hopeful 
:hing about this record is that the 
gain shown was in commercial and 
sport vehicles rather than in the 
military models. But there were 71 
eading manufacturers of airplanes 
while the big concerns in the auto- 
mobile field have been narrowed to 
some two dozen. 


The spare parts made brought- the 


value of the output to $31,289,000. 
The open cock pit biplane was the 
favored model with 1,623 of this type 
completed. 
The next most popular 


model was a cabin monoplane. There 
are now 232 approved types of Amer- 
can planes. 
These have all passed 


the rigid tests of the department of 
commerce. There are 144 biplanes 
compared with 88 monoplane types 
while 10 amphibian models, 4 flying 
)oats and seaplanes and 9 converti- 
ble land or water craft are listed.

n the number of planes in propor- 
ion to 
the inhabitants 
although 


Vew York is ahead in the total nunv 
:er of licensed planes with 753. Cal- 
fornia has 519 planes or one to 
each 8,778 inhabitants. 
The Dis- 


rict of Columbia has a plane for 
each D.200 people. Delaware one for 
;ach 15,250, New York one for each 
15,338 and Missouri one for each 
18,253. 


The promulgation of the new air 


rules by the department of com- 
merce which will become effective 
Sept. 1 is counted on to do much 
or the stimulation of individual fly- 
ng since the trend will undoubtedly 
add to safety in the air. Planes are 
divided by the rules into 12 classes 
and a pilot may operate only the 
;lass of plane for which he or she 
s qualified. These qualifications in- 
jlude a rigid physical test and a 
practical and theoretical examina- 
ion in elementary engine and air- 
plane mechanics and rigging.

longer exists. Songs are not written 
into pictures unless there is a log- 
ical place and reason for them. And 
then they must

theme and tempo of the film.
